ANNUAL  REPORT  -1964 


Mr,  Chairman  and.  Councillors 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st. 
December,  1964,  together  with  that  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector. 


The  vital  statistics  for  the  Urban  District  are  of 
parti cular  interest  in  that  it  is  over  four  years  since  a death 
has  occurred  in  an  infant  under  the  age  of  one.  During  the 
past  year,  apart  from  two  deaths  of  inmates  in  the  Langdon 
Extension  who  died  of  Pneumonia,  none  died  under  the  age  of  25. 
Although  the  population  is  small  in  comparison  with  the  larger 
units  of  population,  i.e.  the  County  of  Devon  and  the  whole 
population  of  England  and  Y/ales,  it  is  a remarkable  achievement. 

It  speaks  very  highly  for  the  Maternity  Services,  both  at  home 
and  in  the  hospitals,  and  also  for  the  medical  and  welfare  services 
provided  for  the  young  by  the  Family  Doctors,  by  the  County  Council 
in  its  Welfare  Clinics,  and  for  the  preventative  measures  of 
vaccination  and  inoculation  now  almost  universally  accepted. 

The  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles,  which  is 
a biennial  occurrence,  accounts  for  the  decrease  in  the  number 
of  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases.  Once  again,  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Smallpox,  Diptheria,  Tetanus, 
Typhoid,  Para-Typhoid  or  Poliomyelitis  occurred,  and  only  in  one 
case  was  Tuberculosis  notified  as  the  cause  of  death.  All  of 
these  diseases  can  now  be  prevented  by  appropriate  vaccination 
and  inoculation  and  it  is  essential  that  they  should  not  be 
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allowed,  to  regain  their  former  prevalence.  This  can  only  he  done 
hy  continuing  with  the  appropriate  measures  of  prevention. 

Five  deaths  attributed  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung  occurred 
during  the  year,  a rise  of  one  on  the  previous  year.  The 
causal  connection  between  the  disease  and  cigarette  smoking  is 
now  generally  accepted.  What  is  not  realised  is  that  cigarette 
smoking  contributes  at  3 east  as  much  to  other  causes  of  morbidity 
and  mortality  and  recent  investigations  have  shown  that  in 
general  terms  the  death  rates  age  for  age  for  male  cigarette  smokers 
under  65  is  almost  double  that  for  non-smokers.  The  need  for 
discouraging  the  young  from  taking  to  cigarette  smoking  is 
urgent,  but  it  is  obvious  that  our  efforts  up  to  date  have 
failed  dismally. 

In  one  case  action  had  to  be  taken  under  the  National 
Assistance  Acts  in  respect  of  an  elderly  person  who  was  in  need 
of  care  and  attention  and  who  would  not  willingly  accept 
admission  to  hospital.  These  cases  are  fortunately  rare,  but 
occasions  do  occur  from  time  to  time  when  compulsion  has  to  be 
used. 


Up  to  the  end  of  I 964  the  whole  question  of  the 
Northern  Area  Sewerage  Scheme  had  not  been  approved  by  the 
Council.  I have  for  many  years  urged  the  need  for  such  a 
scheme  and  am  glad  to  say  that,  at  the  time  of  writing,  work 
has  actually  commenced. 

I should  like,  once  again,  to  thank  the  Chairman, 
Councillors  and  all  members  of  the  staff  for  the  help  and 
co-operation  received.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
The  Dawlish  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Langley  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fifth  Annual  Report  fot  the  year 

1964. 


During  the  year  I have  continued  to  maintain  a 100$  meat  inspection 
service  and  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations 
which  lay  down  standards  for  the  inspection  of  meat.  Frequent  inspections 
of  food  premises  have  been  carried  out  and  a good  standard  of  food  hygiene 
continues  to  be  maintained  in  spite  of  the  high  pressure  of  working  by 
food  handlers  during  the  summer  peak. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  August,  registration  of  premises  having  to  be  made  by  the  31st  July. 
All  premises  were  registered  by  this  date  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  71  out 
of  the  132  premises  registered  were  inspected,  details  of  inspections  and 
contraventions  are  given  in  my  report. 

The  year  closed  with  an  out-break  of  Anthrax  on  farms  and  a 
slaughter-house  in  the  District,  seven  animals  were  affected  and,  although 
there  were  two  more  cases  at  the  beginning  of  19^5  the  out-break  was  brought 
under  control.  I v;ould  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Council’s  Rodent  and 
Disinfection  Operator,  Mr.  J.  Wood,  who  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  me 
during  the  year  and  particularly  through  the  Anthrax  out -break. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Council 
once  again  for  their  unfailing  support  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1 . WATER  SUPPLY, 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Joiijt  Engineer  to 
the  South  West  Devon  Water  Board,  Mr.  W.F.  White,M',I.C.E,,  M.I.W.E.,  M. I. Struct, E. 

(a)  Source  of  Public  Supply. 

All  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  upland  catchment  area  at  Thorns  and 
augmented  during  the  summer  months  from  a lowland  pumped  source  at  Duckaller. 

(b)  Distrubution. 

From  both  the  above  sources,  the  supply  is  taken  to  a filtration  and 
storage  plant  at  Burrows  Reservoir  situated  above  the  town,  from  whence 
disir-ibution  is  made  of  the  treated  water  to  all  parts  of  the  Urban  District, 

Water  is  supplied  to  2,493  dwelling  houses  with  an  estimated 
population  of  7,800. 

(c)  Quantity. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  up  to  the  31st  December,  19^4 
amounted  to  121,003,000  gallons, 

(d)  Quality  of  Supply. 

The  supply  to  the  town  is  dosed  with  sulphate  of  alumina,  precipitated, 
gravity  filtered  and  the  natural  acidity  and  induced  acidity  is  corrected  by  a 
lime  dose  followed  by  the  application  of  gaseous  chlorine.  The  protection  of  the 
gathering  ground  and  entry  of  unauthorised  persons  was  given  close  attention, 

2.  WATER  SAMPLING-. 


45  samples  of  water  were  taken.  4 samples  contained  B.  Coli,  in 
100  ml,  and  were  thus  unsatisfactory. 

3*  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Sewage  flows  to  three  Disintegrator  Stations  situated  at 
Holcombe,  The  Railway  Viaduct  and  Sea  Lawn.  Two  of  these  disintegrators 
are  of  the  continuous  rotary-drum  screen  type* 


The  disintegrated  sewage  from  the  Viaduct  and  Sea  Lawn  Stations 
is  taken  to  sea  by  outfall  near  Black  Bridge.  The  Holcombe  discharge  enters 
the  sea  at  a point  below  the  rocks  at  Holcombe.

Anthrax  Order,  1938. 

During  December  cases  of  Anthrax  at  4 farms  and  1 slaughter-house  in  the 
district  were  notified,  involving  1 cow,  1 calf,  2 sows  and  3 pigs.  Infected  farm 
buildings,  the  slaughter-house  and  equipment  were  fumigated  and  carcases  destroyed 
by  contractors  employed  by  the  Devon  County  Council.  The  contacts  were  sent,  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  the  local  Hospital  for  preventative  inoculation. 

4.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949. 

Rodent  Control. 


In  accordance  with  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Infestation  Control 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  10  per  cent  of  the 
sewers  in  the  district  are  test  baited  annually.  Evidence  of  infestation  was  found 
only  in  the  Cockwood  area  where  subsequent  treatments  were  carried  out. 


Treatments  to  private  houses  were  made  free  of  charge,  but  business 
premises  charged  at  the  rate  of  10s.  Od.  per  hour.
